Uniou and Tariff. 



Editor British Colonist:— I daresay you 
would consider it interfering with tbo liberty 
of the subject, nnd the preas also, 10 say 
that the diQeront questions whiob'afluct us 
should not bo discusBed io yonr columne ; 
yet I am of opinion that all agitation on the 
Free Port subject will do moro norm than 
good. Tho sooner all concerned can gat 
themselves to believe that the Free Port ia 
dtad and gone the better. The property 
holders of Victoria do not wish to see the 
Real Estate Tax inaugurated agiin, in fact 
they would not sauotion suoh a thing for a 
moment. Give 'Union and Tariff' a fair 
chance, and let neither tho Government or the 
legislature bo toraptod to intorfero with our 
present fiscal system without Bome stronger 
grounds for so doing than can be shown at 
present. Let our policy be firm but olastio, 
and commerce roatricted as little as possible. 
When confidenco is being restored, trade 
established on a firmer footing, and agricul- 
ture beinjj more geoerally entered into, is tho 
whole structure to be dashed to pieces by 
ruthless politicians f Surely wo have been 
tempest tost, and on ihe political rock long 
enough. Do 1 oh, do ! ye restless spirits, give 
us tome rest, aDd a little breathing time to 
consider our position. Nothing ia more in- 
jurious to a country than to he changing its 
policy continually, especially the mode of 
raising a revenue ; commeicial men never 
know what to provide for. 

The very name of Free Port paralyses the 
agricultural interests Many of the poor farm- 
ers imagined that if a subject is di»cussed 
ia the newspapers that tbo thing U to be 
done at once. It is admitted on all sidoa 
that since the onion of the Colonies the 
farming interests on the Island has made 
great progress — land is being cleared, feoced 
and cultivated, which before was considered 
worthless — aod why nip bo much industry in 
the bud ? It is true that many of our far- 
mers buught Iheir lands when we had a Free 
Port, but look at their dlscontoot so soon as 
they had any produce to sell. On cocniog to 
town they generally found the market over 
stocked with Amorican stuff, leuving them 
do option hut to dispose of their produce at 
ruinous prioes. At present tbey aro satiB 
fled. I do not advocate a high protective 
tariff — it would only raise rovenue sufficient to 
meet our ruquireinanls, and reduce the duties 
on many articles. 

At pieseut I would reduce tho duty on 
flour Jalono— although it is a notorious fact 
that you get as much bread and meat for a 
dollar dow as you did in the palmy days of 
the Free Port, 

I should think that onr importers would 
prefer tho prosont system to iho old, although 
they requiro more capital to carry on their 
business,. Goods now command a fair price 
— the consumption may bo loss, but the 
proSts aro moro. No glut in tho market 
now— no goods sacrificed at auction as for- 
merly. Oar retail traders must rely on tho 
quality of Iheir goods, and not on a Free Port 
for their foreign custom, nnd to that as much 
as anything is to be attributed their former 
success. Let 'Free Trade' and others havo 
patience. A year or two will Bee us a pros- 
perous Co'ony. Under our present policy 
- different industries will spring into existence, 
and tho voice of content will bo heard in our 
land. Reciprocity, except in a fow articles, 
must bi looked upon in the same light as a 
Free Poit.

Opening of llio JLegislative Council. 
Tbe ooremony of opening iho Legislative 
Council look place yesterday ot tbo hour op 
pointed. A guard of bocor fioui tbo Volun- 
teer Corps,uuder tbo command ot Lieutonunt 
Roscoe, met His Excolloncy at tbe door of 
the Council, tho band playing God Savo tbe 
Queen. At a quarter past two, bavinj; tuken 
bis Boat, tbe usual oatha were administered 
to tbe members present, when Ilis Excolleu- 
lency read his address, which occupied fully 
half an hour in dolivery. His Excellency 
looks much better of lute, though his 
voice was quite inaudible to most of the 
peoplo present. Considerable interest was 
manilested by the publio on the assembling 
of tbo Council for the first time at Violoria 
as Capital ol tbe Uui'ed Colonics. The Hon 
Admiral Haeltngs and staff, the Chief Jus- 
tice, the Bishop and other distinguished per- 
sonages, with a lar^e number ol Indies, filled 
tho portion allotted to visitors in the body ol 
the house. The gallery was crowded with the 
industrialelasees. Upon tho Governor retiring, 
the Acting Colonial Secretary assumed bis 
position or Presidont, and the business usual 
on tho day of opening was proceeded with. 
The members present were— The Attorney 
General, the Collector of Customs, tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, Messrs 
Helmcken, Drake, Djvio, Ring, Cariall, 
Wood, Walkera, Ball, Allaton, Pembeiton 
and Bushby. 

Tho Attorney General moved, seconded by 
the Collector of Customs, that tbo Governor's 
Address be taken as read, to which Dr Hel- 
mcken dissented, when tho Secretary, Mr 
Good, read the address to the Council again. 

Tho Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works moved, seconded by Mr Bushby, that 
the Governors Address be primed for the 
use of the members — carried without opposi- 
tion.

REPLY TO THE SPEECH. 

Mr Ball move^seconded by Mr Carrall, that 
8 select committee be appointed by the Pres. 
ident to draft a reply to tbe Governor's Ad- 
dress : Mcssis Ball, Carrall. Helmoken, Davie 
and Alston were named as tbe Committee. 

Moved by Mr Walkem, seconded by Mr 
Drake, that the House adjourn until one o'- 
clock Monday— when Dr Helmcken moved 
an amendment that tbe House adjourn until 
three- on Friday, which, upon a division, was 
lost by two. Tho House, therefore, stands 
adjourned uutil Monday rest at one o'clock. 

The Speech, 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative Coun- 
cil:— 

In meeting you for the Crst time in our new 
Capital, it is my pleasing duty 'o state thai 
tbo Colony does not appear to be in a position 
to create despondency. 

It is true that the brilliant days of '.bo early 
discovery of gold have not returned, nor do 
they eeom likely to do so. The burs on tbe 
Fraser « hich once furnished occupation to 
ten or twelve thousand men ore now abant- 
doned to the rockora of some hulf-doz;n Chi- 
namen. Yet Curiboo, in spite of tbe disss* 
trous firo at Barkerviile, wbich awoke all our 
sympathies, continues to improve. New 
creeks ol K tL ' al promise aro being discovered 
in the disiriet, uud I am informed that the 
yield of gold will exceed tbat of any preceding 
year. Farther South, at the Koolenay, a now 
gold field of which the most fuvoiable expecs 
tations me entertained, is already beinc; 
worked by a considerable body of miners. 
The farming resources of the country aro 
being developed to au extent little anticipated 
at a time when gold mining was the prom-, 
inent thought in every mind. In the Yalo 
Districi ulono 4G new farms wore established 
previous to tho monlb ending with Augu.-t, 
in the year about to expire. Nor must I 
forget to oongratulato you on tho extorsive 
exportation of spars and lumber which wo 
now Bee going on, and on the general pros- 
perity ot our principal coal mines 

Beloro enuring formally on the business of 
tho present Session, it will bo well tbat 1 
should inform you of thj fate of the maus- 
ures alroady passed- The great majority ol 
the Ordinances h.ivo been confirmed by Her 
Majesty. I shall not mention them in de- 
tail, but I specily those which have not boon 
■ thus favorably received. 

The Act to inoopbrote tho Sisters of Saint 
Ann hus been thought to savor loo much ol 
tbo principles ul Mortmain. 

Tbe Mortgage Bill ia considored objict- 
ionabla by tho Seoretery of Slate, who has 
consequently been unable to adviso its al- 
lowance by Her Majesty. Further informs 
tioo on ibis eubjool shall be laid before 
you by Message. 

A decision on the Land Bill of the laHt 
Session is deforred, pending the consideration 
of certain retime winch I have by command, 
forwarded to the Secretary of State, 

Tno Judiciary Bill has not been allowed ; 
nor can it bo so until LJur Majesty's Govern- 
ment aio in a position to provide lor one of 
the two Chief Justices ol the Oo'ony. No 
exertion lias been wanting on my part in tbo 
past, nor shall be in the future, to suoujo a 
solution of an embotrasaing question. 

To turn to the wirk belotc us- 1 shall lay 
before you a Bill to provide for tbo fencing 



of lands in British Columbia. The subject 
is one of very cons durable difficulty, and I 
should Imvu hesitated in moving in it, but 
that I know that tbe measure will not pass 
through ytur bands without ample consid- 
eration, 

It has been found tbat tbe fystem of Royal- 
tins and Iuspeclioo of Accounts ou behalf of 
tbo Government now iu use io tho Mining 
Leases of the Crown, by no msans giton 
stttit-fiictiun lo the people nor profit to the 
Treasury. Companies likewise object to 
the usual clauses, under (he present leasing 
s ) stem, lo ensure effectual working,oud tosat^ 
isfy tbu Government as to the umouut of capi- 
tal paid up I i ropose to you lo abandon tbo 
priLc p e of mining leafea savo bb ancil ary to 
the general system which lam about to submit. 
It is desirable, in my opinion, that auy person of 
whatever Datiouahty, who shall duly, as will 
bo provided, obtain and effectually work a 
tract of miuing ground, should have evory 
facility for acquiring a fiw. Tbo bill will bo 
so soon before you tbat 1 shall uot enter into 
further details. Suffice it to eay that you 
will find it sufficiently liberal. Tbo mncbincry 
for working tbe measure is largely borrowod 
Iron) tho Gold Minirg Luws which have 
given gcnerul sntisfaciiou. Silver, copper, 
lead, cinnabar and coal ore within the pro- 
visions of tho bill. As I contemplate obtain- 
ing a very largo renunciation of the rights ol 
tho Crown' a suspending olaut,o will bo nocea- 
sary in our enactment. 

8ome amendments in tho Vancouver In- 
land Road Act shall be proposed to you. 

A bill is in preparation, intouded to con- 
fer very • ons>d. ruble powers upon u Board 
o! Health lo be appointed in case of need by 
t .e Governor. 

Ths scarcity ol our Securities in the Mar- 
ket, and the high price which they command, 
show that confidence in the financial sta 
bility of the Colony is sufficiently restored to 
jusiily mo in proposing lo jou the establish 
moot of a Savings' Bank. A bill for the pur> 
pose will be laid before you. I propose that 

moderuto rate ol interuat shall be allowed 
on deposits, abovu a certain amount, arid that 
ttio depositor shall have tbo security of tho 
General Revenue. 

A bill to legalize the unforeseen Expendi- 
ture of tbo je.ir 1807 is ready for your coo- 
siderutior. Lot me assure you that it con- 
tains nothing uuusual. Ttiero aro certain 
amounts paid for compensulinn to Public 
Servants lor loas ol ollice, arid olhors to cover 
the necestary expenses growing out of the 
now almost lorgottou complications on Grouse 
Creek, 

Tub Estimates for the ensuiflRyear shall be 
brought at ouce before you. It u therefore 
needless that I should enter into any length- 
ened consideration ol their details. They aro 
not unreasonable. The expectations for 1809 
are founded upon Iho experience ol 1808 
The account} liavo not yet been received from 
the outlying districts ot this vast tertilory ; 
but we aro ulready in a position to stale that 
the receipts will, within a lew dollars, equal 
tbe Revenue estimated for tho current year. 

1 am not nwaro of uuy unuEiial expenditure 
for which to invoke your support. Tbe Pub- 
lic debt bus been considerably reduced, yet 
largo sums have been expended ou works of 
publio utility, 6uch as keeping tho main 
linos ot communication with tbe gold mines 
and the logging stations in u good condition. 
Certain Bridges near Victoria have been re- 
paired. A new ono is iu course of construc- 
tion, and the channel within our harbor ia 
cow being clearly marked out, Tbe buoys at 
the mouth of the Fraser have been put into 
repair again. 

As the Revenue si ows some clssticily you 
will find io tho Estimates for 1869 u greater 
amount than usual as-ked for the repair of 
tbe public roads, for the support ot Schools 
and Hospitals. It is sought likewise to ob- 
tain a lorgo prune for Public works. t A 
moderate amount will bo required of you for 
tbo establishment ol a branch of tho Gov- 
ernment Assay Office in Cariboo. No in- 
crease of Public Officers will bo required 
ior the purpose, The present stuff will be 
simply divided. 1 have not in the Estimates 
asked lor a grant for the purpose, but should 
the finances, allow of it, the Executive Gov- 
ernment will bo prepared to ..fhuiiio tbo re- 
sponsibility of anticipating the wishes o.' the 
Public by removing ono ol the Sister Kocks 
which render difficult, if not dangerous* the 
navigation ol a portion of Eraser Hiver. 

The salaries wdl bo much the same us in 
1SG8. A return shall be laid before you 
showing the great reduction of the Civil Es- 
tablishment that has been made since the 
Union of Ibn Colonies, exhibiting a total 
saving of SOT 0-13. 

Previous lo Union, I had reduced the ex- 
penditure on Salaries on tbo Mainland by 
g21 019, making a total saving since my as- 
sumption ol ihe Government of tho continent- 
al portion of the Colony ol 883,092. It baa 
been by unmitigated economy. I havo never 
appointed a higher oliicer than a constable. 

Having just refeired to the repairing of the 
bridges leading towards Esquimalt, 1 suggest 
for your consideration, whether it might not 
be advirablo, if it can be dono without injury 
to the harbor ol Victoria, to chorion tbe dis- 
tance between the two ports, by the erection 
oi a hridgs Ironi the foot ol J ihnson Blreet 
to the Indian Reserve. A bill lor tho pur- 
pose would I believe be required. But we 
are not pressed lor time. Tbo repaired 
bridges will last a few yoais longer. 

Several gentlemen connected with this 
Colony ami with the Hudson Buy Company 
have, in England, mado eOoils to procure the 
admission ol Brilisli Columbia into any 
Treaty of Reciprocity which may bo nego- 
tiated with the United Statos, in regard to 
the trade of the Eastern Colonics. The 
question having bfeu brought before mo, I 
find it one; ol considerable difficulty, and 1 
shall be glad il you will lavor mo with your 
advice in arriving at an opinion as io its 
expediency. 

M" attention has boon more than onco 
ca' ed lo tho desire of a largo portion of tho 
community that this Colony should outer 
into Confederation with the Dominion of 
Canada. There is no Englishman who would 
not rejoice to see a vast Stale, still under his 
own flag, extending Irnm the Atlantic to the 
Pacific; but tbe practical difficulties ol affect* 
ing a Union with our far distant fellow 
colonists on ihe other Ocean are very (treat 
1 telegraphed, on tbe lllb Murch, I8G7, to 
urge that a provision be inserted in iho Bill 
ihen bolore Parliament, for Ihe ultimaio ad- 
mission (A Bri'ish Columbia into Iho Eastern 
Confederacy. Thus anticipating, by seven 
days, tbe lormal resolution oxprossiva of the 
wishes of the Legislative Council on the 
point, I am informed, in reply, us I slated 
on a previous occasion, that 'the quuBtion 
must at all events awnit tho timo wlieu tbe 
intervening Territory, now under Ihe at ntrul 
of tho Hudson Bay Company, shall have 
been incorporated with tbo OoulederaHoo.' 

When transmitting formally the Resolution 
passed by iho Legislative Council, I express- 
ed myself desirous of seeing the. projeet. car- 
ried OUt it il were praotioablu To ttlis, and 
to all my further communications to tho 
Secretary ol Statu on the subject, tho reply 
hun simply been that my despatches have 
boon forwarded to tho Governor of Canada. 



It I may judge from some unofficial letters 
I havo received, tbore is a desire on tho p*rl 
of Her Majesty's Government to seo all Her 
possessions on the Continent of North America 
united, but the Secretary of Stole, with mote 
information before him than we cau possess, 
thinks the obstacles to tbe scheme to bo ex- 
tremely formidable. 

It is not improbable that tbo natural desire 
of the people lo take a lurgcr eharo in tbo 
conduct of publio affairs, and iu Ihe Govern- 
ment of (bo Colony, has led to the wish for 
union with a self-governing kindred Stale, 
regardless of the natural, physical and ad- 
ministrative difficulties which present them- 
selves. It ia not for me to rake up the con- 
troversies of tho past, or enquire why the 
liberal insti'utions accorded to ono portion of 
the Colooy were not considered to have been 
perleotly successlul. The) principle was 
right. Being of thia opinion, I have taken 
an important slep towards bringing about a 
creater fieedom of communion betwoeu the 
Government and the people. I have obtained 
Her Majesty's gracious permission to pluce 
within the Exeoutive Council two gentlemen; 
Members of your House, not neoossurily 
conneelal in any way with tbo Government 
Assisted by tbis recoostituled Council of Ad- 
vice, I shall proceed to consider whether 
some reconstruction might not also be desir- 
able in the Legislative body. 

One change appears to mo perfectly sim- 
ple and unobjectionable, and that is, undor 
our present restricted Constitution, to allow 
tie people lo elect their own re[ resentatives 
without having to obtain tho concuirenco ol 
tho Govornorin thoir choice. 

Tho more tbo population of Iho Colony in- 
creases, and tho greater its prosperity, bo 
muob the easier will it be to iutroduce tbo 
principles of eelNpovernmr-nt. 

For an Increase of population and a return 
of prosperity I confidently look. It is but 
natural that in a community which in its early 
days bin been thrown upon its own resources, 
there should ho violent oscillations between 
extreme confidence and equal despondency, 
I think that the Colony is now, however, en* 
tirely in a condition of moderate but progres- 
sive prosperity, and I can hardly long for llio 
tido of immigration which, on its inllux a. fe v 
years ago, created exaggerated expectations, 
and on its ebb left disappointed hopes and 
much misery behind. There is now every evi- 
denco of individual wellbelng. The rate of 
wages is high ; a considerable public, revenue 
is raised under a tariff whose main principle 
is tho taxing of luxuries. If it be contended 
tbat tbo aggregate community is deeply iu 
debt, I reply that our debt does not exceed two 
years revenue. I know of no Stato in Europe 
or on this Continent, whoso liabilities arc 
comparatively so light. 

Did I not consider that tbo embers of discord 
have burnt out, I should feel especial satisfac- 
tion in meeting you at a time of the year when 
we aro about to commemorate the greatest 
ovent tho world has seen ; r time when after 
pouring out our love and gratitude to tho Al- 
mighty, our ono object is to cultivate tho af- 
fection of our kindred and tho friendship uud 
regard of our fellow men.

To facilitate the working in luturo, and to 
economist the labor, a new slope is being 
ran from the inuide ol the pit to tbo surface, 
ior which a powerful engine and the neces- 
sary machinery aro now on the way from 
England. The Block of coal is large, there 
being upwards of 7000 tons on the surface 

waiting shipment. 

Anotukr"suocking Murder on the East 
Coast.— The Bast Coast of the Island is 
certainly acquiring an unenviable distinction 
in eoneequenee of the number and frequency 
of the cases of murder that ocear there. 
Another victim remains to bo added to the 
long list of porsons who have fallen by 
the^aDds ol unknown aosasaina. A settler, 
named Curtis, who held a land claim on 
Kupcr Island, near Salt Spring Island, has 
been discovered lying dead in hia cabin with 
his back riddled with buckshot and his 
throat cut from ear to ear.

of his life, appears to have nctuated tbo per. 
petrator— as the dead man is not known to 
have had an enemy in the world. A gun- 
caso, found near the cabin, is supposed to have 
been droppad by the assasBiiiB in their flight. 

Tin: Earthquake as seen in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains. — A gentleman who waBin 
the mountains near I'rcscadero, Wednes- 
day morning, during the eartbquako shock, 
describes the scene as fearfully grand. 
Huge rodsood trees swayed like fishing rods, 
and immense dead limbs, detached by the 
violenco of the motion, fell to the earth. 
Large piocea ot rock wore wrested from the 
masa of tbo mountain, and in aomo instances 
lenders the road iropassable. The waters 
of Pescadero creek became muddy 
moment, and the surface was covered 
large bubbles. These, when a match wub 
applied to them, burst with a slight report 
and a small flame, Bho«iog they were filled 
with an inflammable gas that must have 
come from the bowels ol ihe earth.— Calijon

Free Trade aud Prottctiou. 



Editor British Colonist: — Your active 
correspondent, Free Trado says peoplo pay 
the duty upon butter, and yet the Govern- 
ment gels nothing by it. I might dispute 
tho assertion that people do pay five cents 
more lor their butler beeauso tbe duty bop« 
pens to be live cents— but, let (but ulonu. 
Tho quantity ul butter imported amounts to 
150,OUO lb 3 per annum. (The Government 
gels something out of that, at all events). 
If tho consumer duea not like to puy tho duly 
und wants butter at u cheoper rale, why dous 
ho not lorm a joint stock company, or some 
other company, for butter making and oilier 
purposes ? It will take sixteen hun- 
dred cows to yield tbo buttor now imported, 
Surely, if butter is so dear, il will pay a 
bandBome profit to pjoducoit; nud at the 
same time those instrumental in produoing 
it will confer a groat benefit upon the country. 
Ah boot as sufficient butter ia ptoduced, tho 
price will be dfmioished, which is all that 
Free Trado requires Piotection is one thing 
revenue tinotbir — and the tariff may be pre- 
sumed to be ut least ns much for the latter a* 
the former. If it Buceeede in both, and will 
induce tho consumer or Freo Trado to go 
into tho dairy business, (I mean of cows, nut 
bipeds), how much good would bo done. 

If tho con-timer docs not like to pay for 
tho butter, he can go without— for it ia nol 
suid to be a necessary of life. Home pro* 
duciiona in the shapo ol Ojlahans, whale oil, 
milk (there is no duly on milk), might bo 
substituted, for utter all il is a mutter ol 
taste. Yoii may perhapa draw attention lo 
ihe desirability of going into tho dairy busi- 
ness, and show how profitable it would be, 
and how much bettor butler wo might have, 
for verily I boliove a very considerable por- 
tion of the butter now used lo be produced 
by pigs or some chemical process. Itely upon
